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17. OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 
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The Norris C. North House has a single-bay facade flanked by recti- 
linear left and right extensions. The one-story flat-roofed front 
porch wraps around to meet the left extension. Fenestration is much 
altered; the facade has paired first- and second-floor windows with 
modern storm sash; on side elevations some windows have been covered 
with siding. There are two entries under the porch, one in the side 
of the facade bay, the other in the front of the left projection. 
The porch has turned posts and simple jigsawn brackets. The roof 
cornice has a wide frieze with a roll molding at the botton, frieze 
band windows, and paired jigsawn brackets with square pendants. 
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Although it is considerably altered, the Norris C. North House is 
interesting as a typical example of the Italian Villa style. Inspired 
by the picturesque architecture of the Italian countryside, the 
Italianate style dominated American architecture in the late 19th 
century. Large-scale Italian Villas generally feature towers and com- 
plex massing; this example features the flat roof, bracketed cornice, 
and rectilinear plan that typifieds more modest examples.
